ITS A FRUSTRATI WAR 


Surprise Move Met By Cold Colas, 
VC Propaganda In Buddhist Altar 


By a Marine in Vietnam. 

VIETNAM — We are fin 
ally settled in our new arca 

After the rather austere con- 
dition of our last combat base, 
this place seems nice. Most of 
the tents аге "strongbacked 
with wooden frames and floors. 
We have electric power, refrig- 
erators, television and road ac- 
cess to the supply areas in Da- 
nang. about 15 miles north 
The base area is acres and 
acres of fine sand which gets 
into everything. It reminds me 
of the beaches in Florida. 

We have been on one ba- 
tallion-size operation that was 
a well planned, three day sweep 
of an area where several Viet 
Cong units were reported. 

The plan was to move south- 
ward in a truck convoy, making 
it look like a routine troop 
movement. We were to dis- 
mount and begin a sudden 
sweep eastward. But, at the 
dismount point we were met by 
ісе cold cokes at 5.40 each. 
It sounds like a security leak, 
but since our allies were in on 
this operation. it came as no 
surprise. 

Then two and a half days 
we tromped through the rice 
paddies on a ghost hunt. 

We knew they were there. 
Snipers fired at us many times. 

The nights were spent in 
small hamlets with many of 
the troops occupying the 
shacks and managing to 
resonably dry. I slept in a Bud. 
dhist Temple one night. The 
temple was filthy. but beautiful. 
It had some hand carved wood 
work. It also contained VC 
propaganda hidden in the altar. 

The hamlets were deserted. 
The people and the VC moved 
out ahead of us. 

The total results of our op- 
eration were: one confirmed 
VC killed, one probable, and 
seven wounded marines. 

The Marines were wounded 
while riding on an “otter” when 
it hit a VC mine. The otter is 
a military swamp buggy with 


full tracks. 

The VC are clever. They 
dug up and filled in a spot on 
the trail. It looked suspicious 
to the otter driver, He drove 
off the trail to avoid the spot 
and hit the mine. It's а frus- 
trating war. 

1 was talking with the Bat- 
talion Sergeant Major last 
night. 1 asked him to compare 
this war with World War Il. 

In Personal Comfort, there 
is no comparison, he said. In 
the early forties the troops 
lived on K-rations and C- 
rations for months on end; here 
we eat bot chow for the most 
part. Then a Marine went to 
the Pacific with no idea when 
he would come home; now a 
Marine knows that in 13 
months after leaving the U.S.. 
he will be back. On Guadal- 
canal, a wounded Marine was 
given first aid and then car- 
пей on a stretcher for long 
distances for further medical 
aid; їп Vietnam һе is evacuat- 
ed by helicopter, minutes after 
being wounded. The “old 
corps" lived a truly austere 
existence; now a young Ma 
rine can eat a good meal, sec 
a movie, watch TV, drink cold 
soda pop or beer and, two 
hours later, be їп the thick of 
a fight 

The Sergeant Major said that 
one thing is still the same. 
That is the spirit of the young 
Marine. The same forces that 
kept Marines wading ashore 
through murdeous fire at Tar- 
awa and Iwo Jima are keeping 
these Marines slogging through 
the swamps and rice paddies, 
and after finally meeting the 
evasive enemy, on his terms, 
soundly defeating him. Those 
Marines at Con Thien who are 
shelled every day are spiritual 
descendants of the Marines 
who, dug in at Henderson field 
in 1942 and withstood the 
nightly and accurate naval 
bombardment from Japanese 
battleships which came down 
"the slot."
